This jjo- 
tition is to bo left with tho Provincial Se- 
cretary in order that it may be submitted 
to His Excellency tho Lieut.-Governor 
for his consideration, aud in order that he 
may, if he shall think flt, grant his fiat 
that right be done. Upon^the Lieutenant- 
Governor's flat beiDg'j|lb€a£Srd to such pe- 
tition. a copy therfiof shall "bS' left at tho 
office of the Attorney-General and pro- 
ceedings may be taken theroou in a Court 
of Equity oi Common Law. Tho suppliant 
is entitled to recover costs against Her 
Majesty, or ngauifit any person appearing 
or jileading in like maimer ns in ordinary 
cases between suliject and subject. The 
same powers and rights as are given to 
indivi(bials under the .\et shall 1)6 enjoyed 
by bodies corporate. In a word, the mea- 
sure enables the Uovernmout to be sued 
by tho subject.
